Ruling authority in Nationalist China will probably be vested in 
a Joint Commission representing all major elements within the 
Kuomintang in the event of President Chiang Kai-shek re- 
signing in favour of peace talks with the Communists. 


Reliable sources said today that the Generalissimo is yielding to increas- 
ing pressure andgconsidering abdication to pave the way for negotia- 
tions with the Communists, and is being held in his decision by the 


CC Clique. 


The CC Clique, though itself amenable to peace talks with the Commun- 
ists, is said to be unwilling to allow the Vice-President, Li Tsung-jen, 
to. succeed the Generalissimo in assuming sole responsibility of Gov- 
ernment, in which they would have little shore of power. 


These sources said that a 
likely compromise is being 
suggested in the form of a 
Joint Commission, which will 
include all important groups 
within the Kuomintang and 
will be inaugurated with the 
resignation of the President to 
attempt opening peace nego- 
tlations with the Communists.

The scizure yesterday marked 
part of the Dutch Army's race 
to complete its campaign before 
the imposition. of cease-fire or- 
ders. 

The communique also reported 
the capture of Chief of Staff 
Danniaja of the Republican 
Silwangi Division. It said Daan- 
jaja was responsible for the in- 
filtration of Republican guerillas 
into Dutch areas of West Java.

Hotel residents intorviowed by the “China Mail” 
yosterday cre unanimous that the rates for 
cccommodation reccommended by the Hotel 
Rates Advisory Committce are still too high. 

Hotel managements generally decline to comment. 
“It's all very complex, and we are now only 
just trying to digest the whole thing,” said Mr, 
F. C. Barry, Managing Director of the Hong 


Kong and Shanghai Hotels, Limited. 


Several hotel residents who 
have been in the Colony since 
Liberation say thet the rates for 
the four leading hotels wnich, the 
Committee has recommenced 
should be mointained, are the 
rutes agreed on In June 1940 be- 
twoen the managements and Gov- 
ernment. 

These agreed rates, they add, 
huve been violated’ sine, and slo 
ret correspond with the = rotes 
calsting on July 31 last. z 

Owners of Chines> hotels end 
boarding houses whose establish- 
ments have been recommended to 
be exempt from control say they 
are satisfied. They claim that the 
rates they are charging are not 
excessive. 

Views of the travel agencice 
vary. Those cutering mostly for 
Chinese patrons sald It is dMent 
fo get accommodation in any cise 
at the big European hotess. 

As for the Chinese hotels, they 
are lucky if they enn get rooms rt 
all. ‘Thelr patrons generally do 
not mind the price very much sc 
long as they can get the accom- 
tnodation,

complete, Certainly in areas 
where civil war operations 
have brought the problem to 
hearths and homes, there is 
no will to resist Communism. 
The Red regime is a dicta- 
torship, but it has survived 
the first tests of’ efficiency 
jin the way it has beaten the 
opposition after starting 
‘}under ~ great ~disadvantazes- 
Its land reform programmes, 
ruthless sometimes in their 
application, has ended rural 
feudalism | over ‘large areas, 
American intervention, well- 
meaning though it'was, made 
matters much worse.: The 
Chinese now blame the Unit- 
ed States for prolongation of 
the civil war contending that 
it would have been settled 
long ago. by a compromise 
arrangement if American 
arms -and dollars had not 
tempted the National Gov- 
ernment leaders into the be- 
lief that with this help they. 
could eliminate their political 
opponents. The Communists 
have now repeated their in- 
timations in Shanghal that 
they will protect American 
lives and interests, and they 
have in fact hinted in Yenan 
broadcasts that they will in- 
vite forelgn help in the re- 
building of China. Many 
optimistic foreign merchants 
take this at its face value. 
Others think that the Com- 
munists are themselves sur- 
prised at the magnitude of 
their successes, and appre- 
clating the nature of the task 
confronting them will accept 
aid from ‘any quarter—until 
they are firmly in the saddle.

Omaha Beach in the American 
sector suffercct damage beyond 
repair, Great numbers. of ships 
and small vessels were grounded 
ovr hurled onto the beach, 

Conditions would) have been 
ideal for a German counterattacle 
except for the prior effectiveness 
of the Air Force’ campaign of 
isolation. Here, as always, was 
emphasised the decisive {nfluence 
of air power in the ground battle. 

On the day of the storm's end- 
Ing I flew from one~end of our 
beach line to the other and counte 
ect more than 300 wrecked vessels 
above smull-bont. size, some so 
hadly damaged they could not be 
salvaged, 

When the storm struck, onc 
American division,’ the 83rd was 
still lying in ils ships just off the 
beach. Bulk unloading was out 
of the question ‘and so during the 
vntire storm the division under- 
went an extremely uncomfortable 
and trylng experience. I visited 
the men of that division the day 
they finally got ashore and found 
u number of them still seasick 
and temporarily exhausted, 

There was no sight in the war 
that so {mpressed me with the 
industrial might of America as 
the wreckage on the landing 
beaches... To any other nation the, 
disaster would have been almost 
decisive; but so great was Ame- 
tica’s productive capacity that 
the great storm occasioned little 
more than o ripple in the deve~ 
lopment of our build-up. 

With the ‘capture of Cherbourg 
the work of port rehabilitation 
was atarted immediately. The 
Germans had accomplished major 
demolitions and hod planted jn 
the harbour and its: approaches a 
profusion and variety of mines. 
Some of the new types of mines
